Intelligent men who are disposed to act 
with National parties from conscientious 
motives ought not to omit a review of the 
career of the late Congress, which was Dem- 
ocratic In both Houses.

The appropriations for running the Govern- 
ment, the agreement upon a practicable 
scheme for refunding the bonds bearing a 
high rate of interest and subject to call, and 
the passage of an apportionment bill under 
the new census were, in their order, the es- 
sentiais of the session. There were other 
opportunities for useful legislation, but a 
successful disposition of the measures named 
would have acquitted the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress of a deliberate neglect of public inter- 
ests. Instead of proceeding in proper se- 
qu to the consideration of these legisla- 
tivé projects, the session was opened with a 
desperate effort in the House to secure a par- 
tisan advantage by the adoption of an unfair 
rule for counting the Electoral vote. The 
Democratic leaders were not able to secure 
the presence of their own majority,—in itseif 
a grievous disregard of the public trust 
which had been reposed in them,—and hence 
they blocked legislation for a considerable 
time by insisting upon a partisan plan which 
they could not carry out. Meanwhile the 
Senate was condemned to idleness, and the 
country was agitated by the implied threat 
of disputing the count of the Electoral vote. 

It was known that the time of Congress 
was limited, and yet it was not till long 
after the holiday vacation that the Funding 
bill was brought fairly to consideration, and 
then in such a ghape as to alarm the monetary 
institutions of the country. So stubborn was 
the Democratic purpose to make funding a 
pretext for attacking the National banks that 
the measure was dragged out to the very end 


of the session rather than to abandon the 


coercive feature it e ontained. When it had 
passed the two Houses with the help of 
tricks and deceptions, the President vetoed 
it in time to give an opportunity for the pas- 
sage of a bill identical in every respect except 
in its assault upon the National-banking sys- 
tem and its implied aspersion upon the Gov- 
ernment credit; but the Democrats in Con- 
gress had no real desire to save the Govern- 
ment money unless they could at the same 
time work out a spite they carried over for 
their late defeat, and hence they contempt- 
uously refused to give refunding any further 
consideration, and adjourned without pass- 
ing a single measure of public value. 
The ease with which a fair apportionment 
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bills was conspicuously hurried and super- 


ficial. There was no longer so much asa pre- 
tense to economy, and as a last grab the River 
and Harbor bill was run up to more than 811, 
000,000, and now stands as the fitting termina- 
tion of a worthless and greedy control of the 
legislative power of the Government extend- 
ing over a term of two years. 

There were ample opportunities for the 
useful and patriotic exercise of the lawmak- 
ing function outside the pressing necessities 
of the session. All were neglected alike. Mr. 
Reagan made repeated efforts to secure con- 
sideration for his bill or some other measure 
looking to the regulation of inter-State rail- 
way commerce, but in vain. Congress was 
in session at the time of the consolidation of 
the telegraph companles with a capital stock 
representing three or four times the actual 
value of their equipment, but Mr. Springer 
was unable to secure its attention to the pub- 
lic demand for Government protection 
against the monopoly. The Senate passed 
the Burnside Educational bill, which, 
though deficient in rendering any substan- 
tial ald to the cause of National education, 
contained an important recognition of the 
principle involved; but the House refused to 
take the slightest notice ot the matter. There 
was a persistent refusal on the part of the 
Democrats in both Houses of Congress to 
permit any measure providing for ex-Presi- 
dent Grant to come up for consideration. The 
opposition to such a measure was prompted 
by party spite, and the only compensation for 
its failure is to be found in the reflection 
thatthe Democrats were not able to carry 
through their scheme for reinstating Fitz 
John Porter to the army. The tariff, Civil- 
Service reform, improvement in the patent 
laws, and various other matters of public im- 
port about which the Democrats have mani- 
tested great concern were deliberately 
ignored, and the session was absolutely un- 
productive of public good. 

The Democrats cannot escape their re- 
sponsibility for the omissions and failures of 
the late Congress. They were in full con- 
trol. They consumed the time of Congress 
in partisan discu disgraceful scenes, 
and constant attempts to rush through pri- 
vate jobs and public schemes of an objec- 
tionable character. That they failed in a 
large proportion of the latter was due to the 
vigilance and ability of the Republican 
minority. 


PROPOSED EXTRA SESSION. 

The proposition of the Legislature to pro- 
long their present session until the middle of 
April, and then adjourn, and have another 
protracted session next winter, is one which 
should be resolutely resisted by the people 
of the whole State, and especially by the Re- 
publicans. It is a bold and impudent as- 
sumption of power by a Legislature which 
has already forfeited so much of its claim to 
public respect, and which proposes, being in 
office, to grasp at every dollar it can wring 
from the State Treasury and extort in the 
shape of blackmail from the business inter- 
ests of the State. 

There is no apology for such an adjourned 
session, There have been no political ques- 
tions to eonsume the time of the Legislature. 
The people has a right to expect the mem- 
bers to address themselves to the business of 
the State, and, after holdimg a business ses- 
sion, to adjourn. All the business actually 
done might have been transacted within 
three weeks, and all that remains to be done 
could be completed in three weeks from this 
time; while 'the Legislature has been in ses- 
sion nearly three months, and proposes to 
take another month this year, and then have 
a four months’ segsion next year. 

The Constitution provides that there shall 
be but one session in every two years, and 
provides that in case of any necessity or emer- 
gency requiring an extra session the Gov- 
ernor shall have power to convene such ex- 
tra session. But this Legislature proposes 
to override the intention of the Constitution, 
and by taking a recess over until 1882 pro- 
long its existence in evasion of the intention 
of the Constitution. 

The Republican party is responsible for the 
acts and follies of this Legislature. It has 
an undisputed majority in each branch of 
the Assembly. It is,in a partisan sense, a 
Republican Legislature, for which the party 


is responsible. Does the Républican ‘party 2 


wish to shoulder the responsibility of a 
wholly useless and unnecessary extra session, 
costing the State perhaps, from beginning to 
end, half a million of dollars? Does the Re- 
publican party wish to be responsible for an 
extra session, voted for no other purpose 
than to enable aclass of speculative members 
to harass the business interests of this State 
by bills demanding blackmail, under penalty 
of destruction ? 

The only bills of any note which the Legis- 
lature should pass, and which the public in- 
terests require, are the two Apportionment 
bills, one for State and one for Congress, and 
the appropriations for the support of the 
State Government, As we pointed out yes- 
terday, these bills could be disposed of satis- 
factorily in two weeks by a Legislature acting 
intelligently, industriously, and with a view 
to dispatch the public business, 

We appeal to the better class of members, 
those who are not blackmailers nor ignorant 
experimentalists, to arrest and if possible de- 
feat this shameless and scandalous job of in- 
flicting another session next winter upon the 
people of IIlinois. We warn the Republican 
leaders of Iilinois of the consequences of 
such an unjustifiable scheme, invented for 
unjustiffable, selfish, and disreputable pur- 
poses. The people of the State will indig- 
nantly repudiate the men who approve or 
are instrumental in promoting this job of an 
extra session. :

BOYS NOT PERMITTED TO LEARN TRADES. 

The current number of Harper's Weekly 
contains a cartoon, evidently by some new 
artist, and very much in thestyleof Hogarth. 
Upon one side three young lads are apply- 
ing to a skilled workman at his bench fora 
chance to learn the trade. The wotkman 
replies: Want to learn the trade, eh? No, 
no; we can’t encourage apprentices. The 
‘Union’ won't allow it. You would cheapen 
the price of labor.” On the other side we 
see the result of the refusal. Thesame three 
lads, grown into young men, are loafing in a 
“sample-room” drinking whisky, smoking, 
and reading the Flash, and the effect is thus 
described: “Ignorant, intemperate, and dis- 
honest young men. Inferior work, through 
the enforced employment of incompetent 
workmen.” The cartoon is entitled: “One 
reason why there are so many idle young 
men.” 

The picture is a strong and striking one, 
and it tells a story the truth of which is be- 
coming more and more apparent every day 
in this country. There never a time 
when there was a greater demand for skiliful 
American mechanics, and there never was & 


time when there were so few skillful Ameri- 


can mechanics to meet the demand. The ad- 
vance of knowledge and a scientific research 
is continually opening up new departments 
of mechanical labor and expanding the old 
ones. The great demand of the day is for in- 
telligent, skillful labor in our workshops and 
manufactories, and in 


than a generation ago, and yet American 


, mechanism is not represented by American | 
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labor. Instead of active, enterprising, skill- 

ful young Americans, our mechanical oceu- 
pations are mainly absorbed by unskiliful 
foreigners, and the picture in Harper’s 
Weekly shows one cause—name- 
ly: the wicked ostracism of American boys 
by trades-unions upon the miserable pre- 
text that their employment will cheapen 
labor. It is only in telegraph and printing 
offices, and a few other places, that Amer- 
lean young men can be found engaged in 
mechanical pursuits, although tens of 
thousands of them would be glad to avail 
themselves of such opportunities. It is a 
notorious fact that town boys will 
not go into the country to work 
on farms, and only a few of them 
are capable of sueceeding in the 
overcrowded professional pursults. The 
American boy in town or city who has a 
“trade is fast becoming a rara avis, Coun- 
try boys are almost as unwilling to remain 
upon farms as city boys are to go to them. 
The resuit is that they flock to the cities 
and join the great throng who are shut out 
from mechanical avocations by the blind 
selfishness of the trades-unions and other 
causes, What is the result? They live lives 
of indolence and gain a subsistence by ques- 
tionable expedients, They become street- 
tramps, saloon-loafers, and hoodiums bé- 
cause they can find nothing else to do. The 
places which they might fill are occupied by 
foreign workmen. The trades-unions ob- 
ject to American boys learning trades, but 
they do not object to the importation 
of tens of thousands of foreign mechanics. 
These aliens are at once admitted to their 
“unions,” to compete with them for work. 
They exclude American boys lest they may 
when they have learned trades compete for 
work, but they don’t exclude the hundreds 
and thousands of ship-oads of foreigners 
who seek this country to compete with them 
for employment. There is a shocking incon- 
sistency in this action of the trades-unions. 
And there is a blind ignorance in it, for if 
American boys were allowed to learn trades 
they would supply the increasing demand for 
more artisans, and the foreign mechanics 
would stay at home, their services not being 
needed. But as the ranks of skilled workers 
are not filled by American boys, foreigners 
are imported to meet the demand for more 
workmen. 

Why is it that the trades-unions do not per- 
ceive the practical effect of their prohibitory 
rules against apprentices, and change them ? 

It is high time that something was done to 
mitigate the crying evil which is crowding 
our cities with idle young men, and if there 
is no other way to accomplish it then the 
people should reform or smash these unions, 
which are accountable for it. It is the shame 
of this country that the vigor and intelligence 
of our youth are being squandered and frit- 
tered away, and that our young men, instead of 
working at useful trades, are living on starv- 
ation wages as clerks and shop-boys, or, fail- 
ing to secure even this poorly-paid kind of 
employment, are growing up to be hoodlums 
and vagabonds, gamblers and cappers, and 
reinforcing the criminal classes, filling jalls, 
bridewells, and penitentiaries. A reform is 
necessary, and can only be found in opening 
the doors of the workshops, mills, factories, 
pplorges, to all American boys who seek to be- 

come skilled artisans and useful, independ- 
ent, and productive citizens.

TIE VOTES IN THE. SENATE. 

Republican organization of the United 
States Senate was assured yesterday by the 
casting vote of Vice-President Arthur. 

The present situation in the Senate has no 
exact counterpart in the past history of Con- 
gress. The two pasties are now divided 
equally. There are thirty-seven Republicans 
and thirty-seven Democrats. But the pecul- 
iar feature of the case is that there are also 
two Independent Senators, who start out by 
voting against each other, thus completing 
the tie. itis still more peculiar that these 
two Independents are voting apparently in 
antagonism to their previous associations in 
politics. Judge Davis was always a Repub- 
lican, but now votes with the Southern 
Bourbons; Gen. Mahone was a Democrat, 
but now votes with Northern Republicans. 
No Vice-President was ever before cailed 
upon to cast the deciding vote under parallel 
circumstances, 

In view of the factthat the United States 

Senate is always composed of even numbers, 
each State having two members, it is rather 
strange that a tie has not been of more fre- 
quent occurrence. There are only a few 
notable cases when the Vice-President has 
exercised the privilege of the casting 
vote on party questions. The most im- 
portant of these was in the passage 
of what was known as the ‘“free- 
trade tariff of 1846,” wheh Mr. Dallas, of 
Pennsylvania, was Vice-President. This 
was the tariff which classified imports into a 
small number of schedules, and was resisted 
by the Whig Protectionists of the time. 
Eleven States were solid against the act, 
eleven others solid for it, and six States di- 
vided; one Senator from each of the latter 
was for the bill and the other opposed to it, 
There are now fifteen States on one side, fif- 
teen on the other, and eight divided. Vice- 
President Dallas gave his casting vote for 
the measure, notwithstanding he came from 
a State that strongly favored protection and 
he had always been regarded as an advocate 
of that system. The reasons he gave for 
favoring the measure with his vote were: (1) 
Because the previous *Whie high tariff had 
been urged as a temporary measure to foster 
and encourage “infant” industries, and be- 
eause even at that time (1846) he believed 
| they had ceased to be “infants”; and (2) 
because the passage of the bill in the House 
of Representatives, when the delegations of 
eighteen out of the twenty-eight States had 
voted for it, indicated the popular will, 
which he did not, in his exceptional position, 
feel warranted in antagonizing. 
The case of a tie which ranks next in im- 
portance occurred during the Administra- 
tion of Gen. Jackson, who had nominated 
Mr. Van Buren for Minister to England. The 
Senate was evenly divided, and Mr. Calhoun, 
the Vice-President, voted against the confir- 
mation. The result was that Mr. Van Buren 
came home, and Gen. Jackson put him up 
and had him elected President. During Mr. 
Fillmore’s term there was a tie on the election 
of a Chaplain to che Senate, and the Vice- 
President gave the casting-vote by ballot; 
this case has significance as a precedent for 
the Vice-President’s voting upon organization 
and the election of officers when there isa 
tie. 

Of course Vice-President Arthur will not 
be subjected to any adverse criticism for 
voting with his party yesterday, orin any tie 
that may come up in the future the two 
years during which the Senate con- 
stituted as it now is; but, ifhe were to be 
criticised, he might cite one of the reasons 
given by Mr. Dallas—viz.: he votes with the 
party which has amajority in the country as 
indicated by the division in the popular 
branch of Congress, A tie vote may happen 
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both of whom may often find themselves 
ranged upon the same side of any pending 


question. Tne vote yesterday was 37 to 37; 


Mr. Vance, of North Carolina, was paired 
with Mr. Edmunds, who has gone to Florida 
on account of illness, The Vice-President’s 
vote gave the Republicans a majority, along 
with the vote of Gen. Mahone. ,

THE GEORGE JONES FUND FOR GRANT. 

It ought to be and probably is a satisfaction 
to the great majority of American citizens 
that proper provision has been made for, the 
future of Gen. Grant by the comple of 
the George Jones Fund” of $250,000, which 
will yield an annual income of about $12,500. 
This is ample to assure the great leader of 
the Union army against personal want, what- 
ever his business ventures may prove to be, 
and any other condition would be humiliat- 
ing to a people who have so much reason to 
be both proud of and grateful to him. 

There are two or three conditions about 
this fund which are worth while remember- 


In the first place, American pride in the 
knowledge that Gen. Grant has been properly 
provided for must be considerably abated by 
the fact that the fund for that purpose had 
to be raised by private subscription, and 
hence does not constityte a distinct National 
recognition of his eminent services. This 
circumstance is due to the malice and intol- 
erance of the Democrats, who, at the last 
session of Congress, would not permit to 
come to a vote the bill restoring Gen. Grant 
to his old rank in the army, and retiring him 
upon full pay. The ruling motive of the Dem- 
ocrats in opposing this proposition was spleen 
at the important part taken by Gen. Grant in 
the late Presidential campaign. The Demo- 
crats blundered as usual, even from this 
narrow and partisan point of view. They 
ought to have had sense enough to see that, 
if life provision were made for Gen. Grant 
by Congress in a becoming way, and with the 
ald of Democratic votes, he would hence 
forth be estoppgd fram taking an active part 
and casting his tremendous personal influ- 
ence in a political campaign. But Demo- 
cratic leaders are so stupid and so perverse 
that they constantly stand in their own light. 

In the next place, the fund which has been 
raised for Grant has not been the result of 
any partisan movement. There has been no 
importunate effort to contribute on the part 
of those who were beneficiaries of Grats 
bounty during the eight years when he dis- 
tributed the Government patronage. As a 
matter of fact, none of these gentlemen 
found to-day hanging about the White 
House, begging for new offices, are repre- 
sented on Mr. George Jones’ list. The fund 
has been raised in a quiet, unostentatious 
way by contributions of varying dimensions, 
But there has been no display of names in 
large type, and no evidenge of a desire on the 
part of the projectors or contributors for 
notoriety or other selfish interest. The 
donors have been actuated by two motives: 
first, a desire that the great public services of 
Gen. Grant shall be fitly recognized, and, 
secondly, à desire that the Republic shall be 
relieved from the charge of ingratitude and 
indifference. | 

A third feature of the case worthy of notice 
is that the Grant fund has been raised mainly 
by the efforts of a representative of a profes- 
sion which is notand never has been under 
any special obligation to Gen. Grant,—the 
newspaper profession. Gen. Grant has 
at no time in his career taken 
occasion to favor journalists by word 
or deed, but has many times man- 
ifested a feeling: of hostility to the 
press. Only recently, in attending the 
press banquet in New York, Gen. Grant 
made a speech which, though accepted as 
good-natured irony, was really the vent of a 
certain ill-will which had grown out of the 
independent criticism which is the pride of 
American journalism. That a leading and 
influential member of the press should, un- 
der these ciftumstances, organize and carry 
out the only respectable and adequate move- 
ment for rewarding Gen. Grant’s services to 
his country may be accepted asa striking 
evidence of a fact not clearly recognized— 
viz.: that the newspapef profession of this 
country occupies. so independent a position 
that it can award censure and promote 
justice with discrimination, and without re- 
gard to personal or partisan considerations. 
The press is not bound down by any of the 
narrow, selfish, sordid influences that control

Czar and Ozarina. 

When the little, pale Czarowitz Nicolaus, 
the oldest son of the assasinated Czar Alex- 
ander II., died at Nice of consumption in 1865, 
he was the betrothed of the Princess Dagmar of 
Denmark. By this occurrence Alexander's sec- 
ond son, the present Czar Alexander III., be- 
came the Czarowitz, and King Christian IX. of 
Denmark did not hesitate a moment, for politi- 
cal reasons, to betroth his daughter Dagmar to 
the new heir of the Russian throne. She 
obeyed without a murmur, and now she is the 
Czarina of all the Russias, under the name of 
Maria Feodorowna. She is petite, but not pret- 
ty; her mouth is somewhat large, and her nose 
too prominent. But she has a pair of wonderful 
light-brown eyes, which seem to penetrate to 
the very depth of the soul of the person upon 
which they cast their glance. She is persever- 
ing, ambitious, and a talented woman. 

The Czar is not of a tail, but atheletic frame. 
His forehead is high: chin broad and solid; 
cheeks full; nose thick and short; hair brown, 
and cut short; beard brown and full, and his 
eyes are black and large; they generally look 
onid, like the glittering rays of a palace of ice. 
But, when he is excited by hate and eagerness, 
they shine with an awe-inspiring radiance, 

The Czarina furnishes the brain; the Czar, 
ambitious and thirsting for distinction, the ac- 
tion. The Czar's private life bas so far been 
above suspicion, so that even the malevolent 
gossip of the St. Petersburg Court could not 
assailit. In consequence, he is respected there, 
where he is not loved, even in those circies 
which do not entertain any hopes for political 
reform under his reign. 

When, after the death of his brother, the young 
Czarowitz was 80 suddenly pushed in the fore- 
ground, it was natural that he should become 
desirous of making himself popular. In 1867 he 
assumed the Chairmanship of a committee to 
alleviate public suffering, and he soon was 


drawn into the national current; he also joined | 


the elements opposed to the Government of his 
father. But the decided action of Count Schu- 
waloff soon drew him away from his new polit- 


ical affiliations. 


His name was hardly mentioned again until 
the outbreak of the war between Germany and 
France. He took his stand—as did au of the 
young Russian party—with the French, and 
openly proclaimed his Sympathy with their 
cause. Ozar Alexander and the older circies of 
his Court sympathized with the Germans, and 
this fact was alone sufficient cause and reason 
for the younger circles to do tho dia- 
metrically opposit in order to secure popularity, 
because French sentiments were the shibboleth 
by which the Pauslavists recognized each other. 
All his sighs and lamentations pour cette chee 
Franee were of no avail. Oid Alex was 
too stanch a friend to the victor of u, and 
Gortechakof dared not change the Russian 
policy. But when the Paris Communists exe- 
cuted their fiendish atrocities, the Grand Duke 
is said to have exciaimed: “Do these ideas 
lead to such consequences?” From that time 
on he remained very reserved towards the 
French ideals of his youthful days.

Leading an immac- 
ulate family life, he will be greatly influenced 
by his more gifted and shrewder wife, whose 
Ute's motto is “Revenge on Germany"; by his 
wife’s sister, the kind and good Alexandra, 
Princess of Wales, who bas not forgotten that 
the King of Prussia robbed her father of a part 
of hie possessions; by his wife's brother, 
Georgios, King of Greece, who so far has been 
held in check by Bismarck; by his wite’s other 
sister, Thyra, the wife of the Duke of Cumber- 
land, who still adheres to the name of Crown 
Prince of Hanover, and has not given up bis 
hopes once more to regain his patrimony, of 
which the Hohenzollern have robbed poor blind 
George, the last of the Gueiphian Kings.

The Sentinel then proceeds to discuss the sub- 
ject of the Registration law in a very stupid 
manner, as if such a thing were entirely unpre- 
cedented, and it necessarily involved an im- 
mense party advantage for the Republicans. 
Its speculacdions in this regard have little inter- 
est or value, but the doubt expresses of the 
legality of Monday's election is important as 
showing a possible intention to test the whole 
question againin the Courts. Such a proceed- 
ing would be characteristic of the Indiana Bour- 
bons, who never seem to know when they have 
got enough. But there is no reason to fear that 
the amendments would be again overthrown in 
the Supreme Court. There would in the first 
place be no partisan advantage to be derived 
from such a course, and if there were the Court 
could not be persuaded to sanction it. At the 
last October eleetion the Republicans chose two 
members of the Oourt, and these, with the Dem- 
oorats holding over who formerly affirmed the 
legality of the amendments, would be sufficient 
to sustain them. But it would be worth a year’s 
growth to the Republican party in Indiana to 
have the Democratic leaders in that State again 
attempt to twist the law to serve their own 
small partisan purposes, 


For years one of the chief attractions of 
Munich has been the picture gallery of Count 
Schack, which contains one of the most im- 
portant and valuable collections of modern 
paintings, largely by German artists, in Europe. 
Travelers invariably look upon this gallery as 
one of the places that must be visited, however 
short their stay in the Bavarian Capital. Count 
Schack has always felt that Munich did not treat 
him handsomely. He was not made a citizen, 
and received no suitable recognition of his large 
contribution to the attragtions of the eity. 
Finally the rumor spread that the Count was 
about to remove his pictures to Berlin, and, 
learning that this report was abroad, he made 
known bis determination to keep his gallery in 
Munich as long as be lived. The city was de- 
lighted, and forthwith the authorities voted to 
bestow honorary citizenship upon the Count. 
At this point, however, the artist Lehnback, an 
intimate friend of Count Schack, feit it his duty 
to announce that the latter had made a will de- 
vising his pictures to the German Emperor, with 
the request that they be placed as a separate 
collection in the National Gallery at Beriin.

Jim Biack and his 
victim, Eli Wilcox, were young colored men 
of about the same age, and had for several 
years been on terms of intimacy. On the 9th 
of February the two met casually in the rear 
of the barroom of the village, and drank 
and joked together, apparently in the best 
of spirits. Neither imbibed to excess, but it 
owas observed that Black became strangely 
affected by his potations, and with each suc 
eeeding drink waxed more noisy and dispu- 
tative. A few nights anterior to this meet- 
ing, however, they had come together un- 
expectedly at the house of a colored 
woman, ida Mellon, who was reputed 
to»be the mistress of both, and 
became involved ina quarrel which would 
then and there have resulted in a combat had 
not the amiable Julia brought her pacifica- 
tory powers into play. Good-humor was 
restored, and the trio separated shortly after- 
ward. 


Eli Wilcox was an industrious, intelligent 
young brick- ; Jim Black, on the other 
hahd, was an Idle, quarrelsome fellow, com- 
paratively harmless when sober, but violent 
when in his cups. He was envious of the 
good fortune of Wilcox, though he professed 
to be his friend, and was constantly in his 
company after working hours.

We found the 
doomed young man surrounded by his broth- 
ers, — — friends, some of whom were 
raying, others wring their hands in si- 
ence, others induiging in the most ag- 
enizing cries. Black himself seemed agg 
moved, and tears were streaming down his 
had a half-hour’s talk with him rela- 
tive to the killing of Wilcox. I told him 
that I had the day before called upon the 
Governor to ascertain if there was any chance 
of a commutation or respit in his case, and 
had been informed that the law must 
take its course. Black said he knew there 
was no hope for him, and he r „ to 
meet his doom. He asse verated he was 
not guilty of murder; that the shot was ac- 
eidental; that he had no bad feeling toward 
Wilcox, and would not have kill him for 
the world. About this time a number of col- 
ored churchmen entered the cell, and began 
sit and pray with the prisoner, who 
joined with a zest in their devotions.

INDIAN MATTERS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OTTAWA, March 18.—The annual report of 
the Minister of the Interior has been laid be- 
fore Parliament. It shows that the relations of 
the Government with the numerous tribes of 
Indians of the Dominion continue to be sat- 
isfactory. The plains Indians of the North- 
west Territory, who were greatly distressed 
for want of food, express themselves as 
gratified at the assistance rendered by the 
Government. 

The efforts to instruct the Indians have 
been uniformly successful, and the farm-in- 
structors to the Indians have discharged 
their duties faithfully and efficiently. Under 
the system of food-distribution adopted, all 
able-bodied Indians are required wo work for 
the food they receive; and this course adapts 
them to habits of industry and self-reliance. 


In a few years it is expected that the majorit 
of the bands of Indians will be self-suppo 


he Blackfeet Indians, whose hunting- 
— . — cover the southwest portion of the 
erritories borde on the Rocky Mount 
ains, and the Assiniboines, who usually fre- 
quent the country eastof Fort Walsh, as well 
as many of the 
northerly part of the Tersitories, crossed the 
boundary-line in autumn of last year, in pur- 
suit of buffalo, and remained on American 
territory during the winter; and indeed the 
Blackfeet, by latest adv had not re- 
turned to Canadian territory, but, on the con- 
trary, had communicated their intention of 
remaining in the buffalo country of the 
* — aay A — the 12 — — 5 ait 
owever, thought that these 8 
probably find themselves obliged to return 
earlier than they intended. 

The nego for the removal from 
Canadian territory of foreign Indians, who 
have for several years t congregated in 
considerable numbers in the southwest part 
of the Territo to their own country, the 
United States, will, it is expected, soon reach 
a sucvessful issue. 

The Indians of Keewatin District are self- 
subsisting, and there has been no destitution 
among them. The British Columbia Indians 
are reported to be generally contented, and 
desirous of earning the good will of white 


men. 

The important subject of Indian education 
is receiving some consideration, witha view 
to the panguresion ofan improved system. 
One of principal features of the new sys- 
tem will consist in a thorough and system- 
atic inspection of ail Indian schools, and 
teachers will be required to hold certificates 
of competency and character from School 
Boards or other competent authorities. 

The Government is desirous of abolishing 
as soon as possible the old system of tribal 
government, and inaugurating a simple form 
ot municipal government. 

The quantity of Indian lands sold during 
the year, in the interest of Indians who sur- 
rendered it, was 96,265 acres for $67, be- 
ing an increase over the previous year of 208 
acres and $225 in cash. 

The expenditure on account of Parlia- 
mentary 8 ropriations during the year was: 
Manitoba, $615,000; New Brunswick, 84. 401; 
Nova Scotia, $4,418: British u . 
400; Prince Edward Island, $2,000,

An organizer was 
appointed to visit the various cities and 
towns of the Dominion to open branches.

Alleged Adulterations in Western 
Products Denied. 


Report of a Committee Appointed to Investi- 
gate the Subject. 


The Committee recently appointed by the But- 
ter and Cheese Dealers’ Association to investi- 
gate the recent reports alleging that large 
amounts of butterine and lard-cheese were sold 
bere as the genuine article met yesterday 
afternoon in the office of W. H. Davis & Co., on 
South Water street and fully discussed the sub- 
ject. It was agreed that the reports had had 4 
very damaging effect on the Chicago trade in 
dairy products, creating suspicion both in the 
minds of the country consignors and of the for- 
eign consumers. All of this was of course tothe 
bevefit of the Eastern shippers, who, it was be- 
lieved, had had considerable to do with spread- 
ing the reports so inimical to the interests of the 
dairy business of the Northwest. After some 
hours spent in an interchange of opinion and 
in consultation with prominent butter and 
cheese dealers, the conclusions of the Commit- 
tee were condensed into the following report, 
which was submitted later in the afternoon to 
the leading butter and cheese dealers, 
who fully indorsed the views it set forth:

A HISTORY OF GREECE. 

Mr. Timayenis—himself a Greek—kas 
produced a two-volume manual of .Grecian 
history which has many merits and many 
faults. Its merit consists largely in the fact 
that it is a continuous history of Greece 
from the earliest period to 1880, and yet fs 
comprised within the limits of two moder- 
ate-sized volumes. Most histories of this 
land, so rich in tradinons of an early civili- 
zation, the most advanced of any, and of a 
culture in some respects surpassing that of 
to-day. and to which all literature acknowl- 
edges its indebtedness, have stopped at the 
beginning of the Byzantine period. In these 
two volumes the history of Greece is com- 
plete, and the best chapter is the last 
one, which gives the modern polit- 
ical history of the Greek people. The 
defects of the work are: that it 
is so largely a compilation from the work of 
others that it supplies no want not supplied 
before its appearance, that the style is too 
prosaic to be entertaining, and that the pla- 
giarisms in the two volumes are of the gross- 
est kind and lower the work below the stand- 
ard of a second-rate schoo! history. This is 
more evident when we consider the avowed 
object of the author in writing the work. In 
the preface—which is the author’s statement 
to the public—he says: “My purpose in this 
work has been to write a history of Greece 
based as far as possible on the testimony of 
authorities contemporary with the events 
narrated,” and to exemplify that point ap- 
propriates and uses as his own the language 
of the Rev. Joseph Cook, withont even a 
quotation mark or a eredit in a foot note. 
“The peculiar feature of the present work,“ 
he says, “is that it is founded on 
Hellenic sources.” And then he uses as his 
own the language of Jebb, and Grote, and 
Gibbon, without as much as saying to these 
gentiemen, “ By your leave, sirs.” A re- 
view of the work in a New York contempo- 
rary cites afew instances of this manifest 
plagiarism, which we quote, although any 
reader at all familiar with Mitfurd, Thirl- 
wall, or Finlay—as well as with the writers 
we havegalready mentioned—will detect 
many other even more heinous offenses of 
the same kind.

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THE GREAT MUSICIANS. 

Three volumes have been added to the 
series of biographies of the great musicians,— 
Rossini and the Modern Italian School,” by 
H. Sutherland Edwards; “Schubert,” by H. 
F. Frost; and Wagner,” by Francis, Huet- 
fer. A series of similar works has been pub- 
lished in Germany, and some of the volumes 
have been translated into English. Of Ros- 
sini, many biographies have been published. 
All that is worth remembering about the 
matter is well summed up in Mr. Edwards’ 
compact little volume. A list of his works, 
with the date of their production in public. 
is appended, and is not the least important 
partof the work. Schubert’s life was un- 
eventful. He suffered from laek of recogni- 
tion rather than from anything else. Con- 
sidered in the abstract, his life was 
that of an obscure individual 
who gained a i scanty livelihood 
first as a school-teacher and afterwards as a 
thusician, “‘who occupied his spare time 
with compositions of all kinds which pub-

° THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

“The Chaldean Account of Genesis,” is 
the title of an octavo volume first published 
by Mr. George Smith, of the British Muse- 
um, in 1875. Soon after the appearance of 
that first edition, Mr. Smith returned to As- 
syria to resume his investigations among the 
ruins of Nineveh and other ancient cities, but 
soon died as the iesult of his exposures, 
leaving his great work in the midst. During 
the five years succeeding his death the 
study of the inscriptions on the tablets that 
had been brought to England from Nineveh 
was continued by other Oriental scholars in 
Great Britain and Germany. The valuable 
results that had been reached by Mr. Smith 
were in many respects corrected, and impor- 
tant additions were made to them. We have 
now anew and age B improved edition of 
the original work, wifich has been edited by 
Prof. A. H. Layee, of the University of Ox- 
ford. The volume contains a description of 
the Creation, the Deluge, the 
Tower of abel, the Destruction of 
Sodom, the Times of the Patriarchs and 
Nimrod. There are also added Babylonian 
Fables and Legendsof the Gods. These 
Chaldean accounts are taken from cuneiform 
inscriptions found on tablets and rolls 
which at a remote age were transferred 
from Babylon to Nineveh. The inscripuons 
are usually arranged in six parallel columns. 
Some portions of the tablets are so badly 
broken as to make it impossible to obtain 
from the inscriptions anything like a con- 
nected statement of their original contents. 
But with all the imperfections a tolerable 
parallel to the earlier records of our Genesis 
is made out. It is evident, indeed, that the 
stories of the creation and the flood are given 
in the Chaldaic aceounts under legendary 
forms which are far less simple than those 
of the Hebrew Scriptures. But while they 
have unquestionably been borrowed from a 
Hebrew source, they so greatly resemble the 
history found in Genesis as to afford strong 
confirmation of the Scriptural record. The 
following is taken as a sample from the 
closing part of the history of the deluge: 

I sent forth a dove and it left. The dove 
went, it returned, and a resting-piace it did not 
find, and it came K. I sent forth a swallow 
and it left. The swallow went, it returned, and 
a resting place it did not find, and it came back. 
1 sent forth a raven and it left. Theraven went, 
and the carrion on the water it saw, and ic did 
eat, itewam, and turned away, it did not come 
back. I sent (the animals) forth to the four 
winds. I sacrificed a sacrifice. I built an altar 
on the peak of the mountain, by seven vesseis 1 
placed, at the bottom of them I spread reeds, 
pines, and juniper. The gods smeit the savour, 
the gods smeit the good savour; the gods like 
flies over the sacrifice gathered. From afar 
also the t goddess at ber approach lifted up 
the migbty arches (i. e., the rainbow) which Anu 
bad created as his giory. 

After this passage a conversation between 
the gods is narrated, in which the purpose is 
expressed that another deluge shall notde- 
stroy the children of man, whatever other 
causes of destruction may be let loose upon 
the world. The volume is exceedingly inter- 
esting and instructive. No student of the 
early Hebrew history can afford to be with- 
out this late and rich fruit of Oriental scbol-

Movement to Enjoin the Contractors 
— Building Water-Works tor the 
ty. 


Coupon. Buiorrs, Ia, March 18.—Con- 
siderable excitement has been occasioned 
here by the serving of a notice to the city of 
an application made to the District Court by 
some of our prominent citizens for an in- 
junction to restrain the city from carrying 
out its contract recently entered into with 
the American Construction Company of New 
York, by which that Company was to con- 
structa system of water-works to supply the 
city with water from the Missouri River. The 
ordinance adopted by the City Council gives 
the American Construction. Company a 
twenty-five years’ franchise, exempts the 
works from municipal taxation, and stip- 
ulates that the city is to pay $100 per annum 
for each of 200 hydrants during the term of 
twenty-five years, and $75 per annum for 
each additional hydrant. 

The citizens are almost a unit in favor of 
obtain water-works at the earliest possi- 
ble day, but some of them—notably those 
applying for the injunction—think that the 
bargain should have been more favorable to 
the city. Preliminary work has been com- 
menced under the contract, and it is under- 
stood that, as soon as the weather will per- 
mit, the Company will push forward the 
construction of the works. The chief points 
relied upon by those applying for the in- 
junction are that the City Council exeeeds its 
authority when it exempts from taxation, 
and that the American Construction Com- 
panyis a foreign corporation and cannot 
enter into a contract in [owa for the transac- 
tion of business under a franchise from the 
city. There is no statute in this State which 
prohibits it, and the better opinion in legal 
circles seems to be that in the absence of 
some legislative restriction a foreign corpora- 
tion is as free to make contracts here, within 
the objects of its incorporation, as any indi- 
vidual would de.

It is not necessarily those plants that cost 
the most money that are most beautiful, and 
we cannot always succeed best with these 
rare and dainty ones. It is best alwavs to 
obtain those which will give the best satis- 
faction. New and marvelous varieties are 
ever being brought before us, and some may 
delight in the wonderful black calla, exactly 
like our white one in form, but not Opening 
quite as wide, the pistil being longer, quite 
large, and the @plor of the interior of the 
blossom.

HOW TO AMUSE THEM. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

‘ Evanston, III., March 15.—This has been 
along, dreary winter, with many stormy 
days, and I know that many a tired mother 
has been almost in despair as each new storm 
made it more imposible for the restiess lit- 
tle ones to get out in the fresh air. How 
trying such weathef is to grown people we 
all know, but can we imagine what torture 
it is to little children ? 

In our home are four little ones,—from the 
baby of 2 years up to our manly boy 9 years 
old, and many are the expedients by means 
of which the time has been made to pass 
pleasantly for the four little prisoners, and 

eir minds and hands kept Busy. Aud just 
here, let me say, lies the secret of keeping 
children happy,—keep them occupied. Let 
them have so many pleasant things to do that 
they cannot find time or inclination to fret. 

he hour after breakfast is a busy one in 
this home of ours. The servant being en- 
gaged elsewhere, mamma puts in order her 
own and the children’s rooms. In this each 
of the older childten has generally taken a 
share. I would never compel a child to 
work, but there are ways of making even a 
little child feel proud and happy to be abie 
“to help mamma.” Leteach feel he is neces- 
sary and of use in the house, and not simply 
“in the way” when you are busy. It is 
often easier to do a th one’s self twice 
over, than to show a child how to do it, and 
to wait each N till he has 8 and 
bunglingly done it. But what Is easiest is 
not always best. Above all, appreciate what 
a child does. If your little boy picks up 
your handkerchief, or ygur little girl offers 
you a chair, always thank the child as pleas- 
antly as you would a stranger. How can 
ou, in any better way, teach your children 
rue politeness than by practicing it at home? 

But I started out to merely jot down a few 
hints as toamusing our littie ones. 

First for the tiny ones: Provide bright 
beads to string. Keep a box of odd buttons 
for their use. Buyfor each one a pair of 
round-poited pocket-scissors, and let them 
cut papers to their hearts’ content: if they 
have a big box to let the scraps fall into 
there will be no picking-up after they are 
through, but if there is, let them do it all. 

We have found that nearly all children 
love to pound and play carpenter-shop. So 
we have provided small pleces of thick 
board, a paper of tacks, and asmall hammer 
for each little fellow. e close the nursery- 
door, and let them hammer all they choose, 
and when they have finished they draw out 
the tacks, only to nail them all in anotner 


day. 

Reep a spool of thread on purpose for rest- 
less little fingers to wind and unwind,—it 
only costs five cents,—so it matters very iittie 
if it does come back to you tangled and sviled 
each time. 

We know one little child who will sit 
quietiy for hours and weave a piece of red 
braid in and out through the holes in a cane- 
seated chair in all sorts of fantastic shapes

For the older ones, they haveeach a scrap- 
book, scissors, and box of paints, and glue. 
We have invested in a good kitchen table, 
which we keepin the nursery for their use.

Why She Is Not What She Might Be— 
Dr. Hamiltoa Osgood Lecture: on the 
Necessity of a Badical Cane in 
Girls’ Training and Eduest on. 

Philadeiphia Times, March . 

Tub amphitheatre ot Jefferson Medical Caflege 
Hospital, on Sansom street, was thronged last 
night with Professors and students and their 
lady friends to hear the annual address to the 
alumni by Dr. Hamilton Osgood, of Boston, a 
graduate of the college, whose subject was 
“The Necessity of a Radical Change in the 
Training and Education of the American Girl.“ 
At least 1,500 persons were present, one-half of 
them being ladies. 

The greatest error, Dr. Osgood said, in the 
training of the American girl is that she is 
allowed to become a woman before she knows 
it.

But while girls are not given enough exercise 
as children they are allowed to have too much 
of a kind that is not good for them when they 
grow older. Take the exeeptional case where

TENEMENT. HOUSES. 


A Measure te Regulate Them Which 
Deserves to Become a Law. 

Representative Patrick J. McMaton, of the 
Fourth District, introduced into the Legisiature 
“a bill for the regulation and inspection of 
tenement and lodging houses. or other places of 
habitation,” whic’ is an excellent measure, and 
which, if passed, will greatly ameliorate the con- 
dition of a large proportion of the residents of 
this city.

persons, shall, after first conviction, negiect or 
refuse to comply with any of the provisions of 
this act, or the written instructions of the Health 
Commissioner or Commissioners: and for the 

offense a like penalty, and a forfeiture 
of bis or their license to do business in said city 
for one year atter convictdon. 

Sec. 6. (Bmergency.) Inasmuch as the health 
of the people is endangered, an emergency ex- 
ists requiring this act to take effect inmediate- 
ly; therefore, this act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

It is now pending in the House, and ought to 
receive the early attention of that body.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks, though not active, were strong, and, as 
the figures given below will show, improved 
steadily in price till the very close, when a nat- 
ural movement to realize caused prices to droop 
a fraction. Chicago operators are not doing 
much. but the tendency is to add to their hoid- 
ings of stocks rather than to lessen them. New 
York brokers reported outside orders for 

very light. Some stimulus was given mar- 
ket — the rumor that the Government would 
buy $10,000,000 of bonds next week. Money was 
easy till the last hour, when in some ex- 
ceptional cases a small premium of 1-64 of 1 per 
cent was charged.

Agulnst this may be quoted the assurance of its 
President that Lackawanna will sell much 
higher on its merits. 

The ull and dragging market is de- 
lieved by Herald to be the consequence of 
the semi-bank panic of gray Friday. It says 

arge operators are indispused and small ones 
have been too badly crippled to enter upon a 
bull campaign where prospects of success are 
so meagre us they are at present. Nevertheless, 
aserious drop in prices is out of the question. 
Dullness may wear away fractions, and in indi- 
vidual cases even whole numbers, but with the 
certainty that money is tobe kept reasonably 
cheap and that an unprecedented amount of 
foreign capital is waiting employment when- 
ever a more than usual decline invites invest- 
ment, it is highly improbable that-anything like 
a serious decline can occur. The Herald vent- 
ures to prognosticate that before the ist of May 
it will have rested itself and be sufficiently re- 
invigorated to climb to higher prices than have 
been yet reached.

They Lose $43,000 in Three Days and 
Close Their Doors. * 
Philadelphia Times, March 11. 

The rank and file of the grand army of inno- 

cents, who, to speak figuratively, pour 
into the 
policy -shopkeepers 
completely demoralized 
it leaked out that the bookmakers had suddenty 
clused their establishments without paying 
cuuptiess winning tickets. Never in the history 
of this expensive but seductive game in 
VPhiladelpbia were winning tickets as numerous 
as they were last evening. All the regular play- 
ers struck the game fer amounts ranging from 
$10 to $100, and a score of irregulars won 
from 6200 to $1000 each. Ino fact, it 
was, as one bookmaker, Who lost $7,900 
for his backers, somewhat indefinitiy re- 
marked, “a holy terror of @ Strike ail over 
town.” The numbers are drawa in Keutucky 
and Georgia, and the gamblers who back 
the schemes concluded about a year ago that 
as books were made in 12 on num- 
bers taken from their 2 they were entitled 
to half the profits made 1 men who back 
book mukers in this oity. t spring the Phii- 
adelphians refused to agree to aayth of the 
kind, and there the matter rested for about ten 
days. At the end of that time the managers 
sent out emissaries, with orders to back 
certain numbers ur dea amounts 
in all the polloy dens Poiladel- 
phia. This was done, and on the day 
appvinted out of the wheels in Georgia and 
Kentucky came the numbers 60 heavily backed 
and the Philadelphians were to the 
extent of $40.00. This amount could not be 
— and the shops were ol tu the great 
tisfaction of those who eld winuing 

tickets. Feeling the weakness of their posi- 
tion and being unaccustomed to meet such 

rrible losses tng Philadelpbians compromised 

ith the managers and ag in the future to 
pay the latter one-half of their net protits. The 
managers of the lotteries and the Philadelphia 
backers then combined and together paid the 
2 r cent of the 80,000. Ia the slang 
of the guliible devotees ot this popular game, 
the 80 — the managers employ to 
bring the Fftiiladelphia backers to a proper 
state of subjecuon called “playing a fancy 
on em.“ It appears, however that a few mouths 
agro the local backers revolted, aud refused to 
give the managers any share Of the profits, The 
manergers, being a courteous lot, did not quarrel 
or endeavor to seonre their rights by 
resorting to a vuigar lawenit. No, indeed: 
they merely waited until it was time to give 
their bot-headed Philadelphia friends 
another dose of the infallible “fancy.””

Exporting Paupers onl Criminals— 
Further Details of the Swiss Eco<« 
nomic Methods. 

WASmxdrox, D. C., March 16.+Mr. Nich- 
olas Fish, the American Charge at Berne, 
Switzerland, has written a long official letter 
to the State Department upon the “evils and 
dangers of assisted emigration,” and the ne- 
cessity for legislation by Congress for the 
protection of this country against the local 
authorities in some parts of Switzerland, and 
in other countries of Europe, who send their 
paupe R and helpless persons to 


Mr. Fish calls attention to some articles 
published in Swiss papers from and written 
by a native of Switzerland now residing in 
Buenos Ayres, showing that the countries of 
South America have the same ground of 
complaint against Switzerland that this 
country has, for mak them an asylum for 
the decrepit, idiotic, criminal classes of 
Switzerland. Under the present laws of the 
United States he thinks nothing else can be 
expected; and the American prisons, hos- 
pitals, and almshouses must continue to be 
the refuge of European paupers and crim- 
— until protective measures are taken by 


ngress. 

Mr. Fish shows by official tables that the 
proportion of blind persons, insane persons, 
criminals, and other persons receiving public 
support in the United Statesis greater among 
the foreign born than among native pop- 
ulation, and of the former the proportion of 
Swiss is, greater than of other European na- 
tions. The average cost of “assisting ¥ an 
emigrant to the United States is $33.68, while 
the annual cost for his maintenance at home, 
if a pauper, is $19.80.
